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Massive haul for 

fuel theft gang 


A GANG of thieves armed 
with buckets spent six hours 
stealing thousands of 
pounds of diesel from 
articulated lorries in a secure 
compound in Newmarket. 

Between six and eight people 
clad in hoodies and baseball 
caps got into the Caps Cases’ 
compound in Studlands 
Industrial Park Estate after 
someone cut a hole in a fence at 
about 10.30pm last Saturday. 

They spent until 4.30am the next 
day taking thousands of litres of 
diesel by, it is believed, filling the 
buckets which were then passed 
through or over the fence. 

Paul Pearson, 45, owner and 
director of Road Runner Express 
Transport Limited whose six trucks 
were in the compound, said almost 
£4,000 of diesel had been drained 
from the five with full fuel tanks. 

He said: “All the trucks fill up on a 
Friday ready for the Monday so we 
are looking at nearly £800 each truck 
to fill up. They did five of those of 
mine plus, I think, they did a couple 
of Caps Cases’ as well. 

“I heard there have been a few 
spates of that around the area.” 

Mr Pearson said the theft was “a big 
old crunch” for the company, 
especially with the high price of 
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diesel. The crime only came to light 
when drivers arrived for work on 
Monday. 

Mr Pearson said: “They just noticed 
that their fuel tanks were emptied, 
basically. The first phone call I got 
was at 4.10am Monday morning 
(from a driver) saying that his fuel 
tank was empty after he had filled up 
on Friday ready for the week. It’s just 
a bit of a shocker really.” 

Just enough fuel had been left for 
the trucks to reach Newmarket’s BP 
garage and fill up. 

Peter Bush, director of Caps Cases, 
which manufactures corrugated 
fibreboard packaging, said a tank of 
diesel had been stolen from one of 
his lorries in the compound but the 
offenders had been caught on CCTV 

He said: “What we are doing is just 
reviewing the security arrangements 
we have got so that hopefully next 
time we can stop the people who did 
it.” 

Both men are appealing for any 
witnesses to call the police. 

Suffolk Police have said two white 
transit vans and a blue light delivery 
vehicle were seen speeding in the 
area around the time of the theft.

Another 22 bedrooms are 
being built at the hotel as part 
of the expansion project 
which is expected to create at 
least 25 jobs. 

The Spa at Bedford Lodge 
Hotel, which is set to open at 
the nearby Rockfield House 
in the autumn, will bring 
another 40 jobs to the town.

AN attacker whose 
victim was left needing 
thousands of pounds of 
dental treatment has 
been given a sus¬ 
pended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Three men including Mark 
Ellis, 23, of Gonville Close, 
Mildenhall, confronted Step¬ 
hen Ellis on April 29, last 
year. 

The victim was punched 
and kicked unconscious, lost 
two teeth and was left with 
serious facial bruising and 
cuts to the roof of his mouth, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard 
on Tuesday. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, 
said the attack on Stephen 
Ellis, an engineer, followed 
an alleged incident involving 
him and Mark Ellis’s sister. 

He said Stephen Ellis 
underwent dental treatment 
costing £1,279 as a result of 
the attack and faces a further 
bill of more than £4,400. 

The court heard a witness 
to the attack told police three 
men had been involved. She 
said in a statement: “They 
were kicking him really 
hard.” 

Mr Sadd said only Mark 
Ellis had been charged in 
connection with the attack. 

Charles Judge, mitigating, 
said police had been 
preparing to charge another 
two men but seemed not to 
have been able to within the 
legal time limit. 

He said Mark Ellis claimed 
he had been spat at and had 
a punch swung at him when 
he went to talk to Stephen 
Ellis about allegations the 
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latter had assaulted and 
verbally abused his sister. 

The court heard Mark Ellis 
had pleaded guilty to assault 
causing actual bodily harm 
and has no previous con¬ 
victions for violent offences. 

Mr Judge said: “He wishes 
that the clock could be 
turned back. Whatever the 
other Mr Ellis did in respect 
of his sister he knows that 
what he did was wrong.” 

Judge Peter Fenn told Mark 
Ellis: “Whatever the circum¬ 
stances were of what you 
thought had happened 
between Stephen Ellis and 
your sister that is and can be 
no excuse for the very serious 
injuries which Stephen Ellis 
was to suffer.” 

He said only a letter from 
the defendant’s GP exp¬ 
laining psychiatric problems 
he was facing and the 
“catastrophic effect” of a 
prison term had saved him 
from going immediately into 
custody. 

Judge Fenn imposed a six- 
month prison sentence 
suspended for 12 months 
with a requirement to remain 
under probation service 
supervision and complete 
200 hours of unpaid 
community work in the next 
year. 

Mark Ellis was ordered to 
pay £1,500 compensation to 
Stephen Ellis and will be 
subject to an 8pm to 6am 
electronically-monitored 
curfew at his home address 
for the next three months.

Prison term starts for man in 107mph car chase 


A SPEEDING driver who led police on 
a lOOmph-plus car chase through 
Soham has been sent to prison. 

Leroy Parker, 22, formerly of 
Cooper’s Close, Stetchworth, pleaded 
guilty to a string of offences, including 
sexual assault, all committed at the 
end of last year. He was jailed for a 
total of 67 weeks and banned from 
driving. 

Parker, now of no fixed address, was 
told by Recorder Mark Ockelton at 
Cambridge Crown Court that he had 
driven very dangerously on two 


occasions. 

The court heard that Parker 
claimed he was “unpopular in the 
Stetchworth area” and that residents 
had lied to police about what they 
had seen him do. 

Parker pleaded guilty to aggravated 
vehicle taking, dangerous driving, 
driving while disqualified, failing to 
stop and having no insurance on 
November 2 last year in Soham. 

He also admitted a second offence 
of aggravated vehicle taking, driving 
while disqualified, no insurance, 


possessing cannabis, obstructing a 
Pc, failing to provide a breath 
specimen, and sexual assault on 
December 28 last year in the 
Stetchworth area. He was jailed for a 
total of 16 months, plus a further 
three weeks for being in breach of a 
suspended sentence. 

In addition he was disqualified 
from driving for two years. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Seely told the 
court that on November 2 police saw 
Parker in a Citroen Saxo on the A142 
at the Angel Drove-Station Road 


roundabout in Ely. 

Officers followed him on the A142 
towards Soham with their sirens and 
flashing lights on but he failed to stop. 
He accelerated up to 107mph. 

Mr Seely said that he did two laps of 
the town at a speed of 78mph in a 
30mph limit. In Garden Road the car 
struck a kerb which caused the wheel 
and suspension to collapse and 
Parker and another man inside ran 
off. Parker was caught nearby, but not 
the second man. 

The prosecution said that on 


December 28 Parker again took 
someone else’s vehicle without their 
consent and damaged it on a kerb. 

When police caught up with him 
later he gave a false name, but was 
arrested for drink-driving and had to 
be restrained. At the police station he 
refused to give a sample of breath. He 
was also arrested for a sexual assault. 

Mitigating, Unyime Davies said 
Parker was remorseful and fully 
accepted that “driving is his demon 
he doesn’t appear to be able to get 
away from”.

Council plans switch-off to save cash 


STREET lights in Newmarket 
and Exning are to be switched 
off for part of the night 
starting next week. 

Some of the lamps in 
Newmarket owned by Suffolk 
County Council will be 
turned off between midnight 
and 5am or 5.30am as an 
intelligent street lighting 
system is rolled out across the 
county to save money and cut 
carbon emissions. 

Certain county council- 
owned lights in Mildenhall, 
Beck Row and Holywell Row 


will follow suit the week after. 
Some of Lakenheath’s lights 
will be extinguished for part 
of the night from April while 
the turn of Red Lodge, Freck- 
enham, Barton Mills, Gazeley 
and Moulton will come in 
May. 

A number of county 
council-owned lights in some 
of these areas which will 
remain on for the time being 
could be dimmed in the 
future. 

The council hopes the 
move will cut at least 


£550,000 a year off its energy 
bill and slash its carbon 
dioxide emissions by more 
than 4,000 tonnes by April 
next year. 

Lamps in some areas, such 
as the main section of 
Newmarket’s High Street, will 
be lit at full strength during 
the night. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, port¬ 
folio holder for roads, 
planning and transport at 
Suffolk County Council said: 
“We are sensitive to local 
need, which is why we’ve 


made it possible for street 
lighting to be left on for 
longer periods - or remaining 
on all night - where it’s 
necessary for safety. 

“Information received from 
other local authorities that 
have implemented similar 
systems shows that there has 
not been an increase in crime 
and often a decrease has 
been experienced.”

“He was strong a fan of our 
work, a great volunteer on 
several occasions for Zack FM 
and I was proud to have called 
him a friend. My thoughts go 
out to others tonight who are 
no doubt in shock of the sad 
news of Lee’s passing.” 

He then added: “After much 
thought and support from 
station, tonight’s show will go 
on air. Tribute will be paid to 
him.” 

Jeff Davies, managing 
director at Zack FM, said Mr 
Ayers had been a wonderful 
person who was “always full of 
life” and who had dreamed of 
moving to Brighton or 
Blackpool and had wanted to

become a drag DJ. 

He said Mr Ayers, who had 
previously worked at McColls 
in St Johns Close in Mildenhall, 
had told him he found it hard 
being gay in Mildenhall and 
had been picked on and called 
names since his schooldays. 

He said: “I think he struggled 
with what other people might 
have thought - he was quite 
happy to be gay.” 

Mr Davis said Mr Ayers had 
recently also been suffering 
from low self esteem. 

He called on members of the 
gay community in the area 
interested in forming a support 
group to help stop this 
happening again to get in 
touch on jeff.davis@zack 
fm.com. 

Mr Ayers was pronounced 
dead at 11.30am on Tuesday, 
February 21. An inquest into 
his death opened and 
adjourned in Bury St Edmunds 
last Thursday.

A COUPLE who 
claimed they did not 
know their home was 
560m from a motor- 
sports stadium when 
they bought it have 
lost their noise 
nuisance claim at the 
Court of Appeal. 

Raymond Shields and 
Katherine Lawrence, of 
Fenland, Cooks Drove, 
West Row, were stripped of 
the £20,850 in damages 
they were awarded at the 
High Court following 
Monday’s ruling that 
activities at Mildenhall 
Stadium, which include 
speedway and stock car 
racing, and the nearby 
motocross track did not 
constitute a nuisance. 

Lord Justice Jackson 
said the outcome would 
be a “disaster” for the 
couple, but said motor- 
sports had been a 
“dominant feature of the 
locality” long before they 
bought their home in 
2006. 

He said: “The outcome 
of this litigation will be a 
disaster for the claimants,

a fact which I regret. On 
the other hand, the 
claimants’ predicament is 
a consequence of their 
decision to purchase a 
house in an area where 
motor sports were an 
established activity. 

“This fact was or should 
have been apparent to the 
purchasers and the 
purchasers’ professional 
advisers.” 

He said the noise did 
not exceed levels expressly 
approved by planning 
permissions and abate¬ 
ment works were carried 
out in 2008 to the 
apparent satisfaction of 
Forest Heath District 
Council. 

He said: “In January 
2006, when the claimants 
purchased Fenland, the 
position was this: for the 
last 13 years, various 
forms of motor sports had 
been taking place at the 
stadium and the track on 
numerous occasions 
throughout the year. These 
noisy activities, regarded 


by some as recreation and 
by others as an unwel¬ 
come disturbance, were 
an established feature, 
indeed a dominant fea¬ 
ture, of the locality.” 

The High Court’s de¬ 
cision to grant an in¬ 
junction restricting the 
hours the track and 
stadium could operate 
was also overturned. 

Lucinda Brown, partner 
in the commercial dispute 
resolution team at 
Hewitsons law firm, which 
represented the freehold 
owners of the track and a 
former owner of the 
stadium, said: “This is an 
excellent outcome for our 
clients after a lengthy 
battle lasting more than 
two years. 

“The speedway and mo¬ 
tocross circuits had been 
granted planning per¬ 
mission decades before 
the claimants arrived in 
the area, therefore mea¬ 
ning the character of the 
locality had already been 
established prior to them 
moving there. It will be 
interesting to see how this 
decision shapes the law in 
private nuisance claims.”

Security warning from police after 500

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My 17-year battle with 
‘the invisible illness' 


After falling ill with ME as a teenager, ALEX TERRY has not only fought chronic fatigue - she’s 
had to face being called lazy, depressed and a hypochondriac. Now the 34-year-old from Harston 
is finally coming alive again after undergoing a new treatment which she swears has 
transformed her life. Here, she tells her story.

A T the age of 
16, just two 
weeks after 
excitedly starting 
sixth form in 
Cambridge, I was 
struck down with a 
mystery illness. 

It started with the 
normal progression of flu: 
one week in bed followed 
by one week gradual 
recovery. Most people 
continue to recover over 
the next few weeks until 
they are back to feeling 
‘normal’ again. After 17 
years, now age 34,1 have 
still not recovered to that 
extent. 

I have ME, which stands 
for Myalgic 
Encephalopathy. I 
discovered ME meant my 
muscles couldn’t keep me 
upright for long, my 
memory didn’t work, I 
couldn’t concentrate, my 
body couldn’t heat itself, 
my joints and limbs felt 
leaden and sore, I was 
constantly exhausted and 
my brain kept blanking 
out. 

The medical profession 


refused to help, so unlike 
most children struck down 
with a severely debilitating 
illness, I was considered a 
hypochondriac and 
undeserving of sympathy, 
support or care. 

In the early 90s, when I 
first became ill, ME was 
commonly known as 
‘Yuppie Flu’ and as being 
‘all in the head’. 

Bar a few, most of my 
teachers were 
embarrassed by my 
change and either 
condemned me as lazy or 
tried to avoid me. My 
friends carried on with 
their merry teenage 
experimentations with 
barely a thought for me. I 
was as invisible as my 
illness. 

Fortunately, my mum, 
Dorothy, never stopped 
fighting. She discovered 
what was wrong with me, 
but could find no 
treatment and no cure. 

She spent all her time 
helping me get up, day 
after day, month after 
month, and kept my 
muscles and brain from 
completely wasting. My 
‘brain fog’ gradually 


became less oppressive 
and, eventually, my mum’s 
perseverance meant I 
gained enough qualifi¬ 
cations to go to university. 

I learned how to 
manage activities to fit my 
limited energy reserves 
and was able to gain a first 
class degree in ancient 
history and archaeology at 
the University of 
Newcastle upon Tyne, and 
then an MA with 
distinction in ancient 
history at The University of 
Nottingham. Success was 
tainted by the gradual 
realisation that every time 
I pushed my brain or body 
hard, my ME would 
eventually crash. Each 
crash took an increasing 
amount of time to crawl 
back from. 

I came to terms with my 
illness six years ago, 
accepting I had about half 
the energy of a healthy 
person my age and could 
only work part-time. 
Working three days a week 
left me four rest days a 
week and I used most of 
my five weeks’ annual 
leave to give me booster 
rest days. 


That routine left me 
with enough energy for my 
husband Paul to decide it 
was time to get married. I 
always wanted to wait 
until I had at least 80 per 
cent normal energy but, 
after eight years, Paul 
worried that day might 
never arrive. I planned the 
day with military precision 
to give me plenty of rest 
time. It was wonderful and 
I looked well on the 
surface, but I took months 
to recover from the 
resulting pain. 

This highlights a major 
problem faced by ME 
sufferers: the public knows 
the reality of well 
documented illnesses and 
can appreciate the huge 
effort. But ME is not talked 
about or recognised. 
People see sufferers 
smiling and behaving 
normally and, unaware of 
the lonely, painful months 
spent conserving energy, 
feel justified in believing 
the myth that it is not ‘real’. 
You are made to feel 
shameful when you have 
ME. 

I never stopped 
searching for treatments. I 


came across Vegepa, a 
concentrated omega-3 
supplement developed by 
Cambridge company 
Igennus, which eased 


some symptoms. Apart 
from that I could only find 
therapies which were 
either basic common 
sense or worryingly 


perpetuated the ‘it’s all in 
the head’ theory of ME. 
One well publicised so- 
called treatment even 
proclaims that people 
with ME can’t get better 
because they are locked in 
a loop of fear of non¬ 
recovery. 

GPs only ever offered 
me anti-depressants. I 
always ask if they have 
been proven to help with 
ME, otherwise why would 
I take mind-altering drugs 
when ME has already 
harmed my memory and 
ability to concentrate? The 
universal response is: 
“There is no evidence but 
that is our treatment.” If 
there had been any 
suggestion anti¬ 
depressants help ME 
specifically, I would have 
tried them. 

Then by complete 
chance in 2009, while 
reading a newsletter in a 
Trumpington chemist, I 
discovered the treatment 
that has transformed my 
quality of life, the Perrin 
Technique. It suggests a 
very plausible, biomedical 
cause for ME. As far as I 
understand it the 
technique is based on the 
theory ME results when 
something like a virus 
causes a fault in the 
lymphatic system, which 
is regulated by the

WE asked Dr Charles 
Shepherd, honorary 
medical adviser for the 
ME Association, for the 
charity’s official line on 
the Perrin Technique. 

This is what he told us: 
“In the absence of 
orthodox medicine having 
an effective form of 
treatment for ME/CFS 
people with this illness 
are often desperate to try 
anything that is claimed to 
help. 

“As a result there are a 
large number of 
expensive and speculative 
forms of treatment 
available in the 
alternative, 
complementary and 
private medical sectors 
being aimed at people 
with ME/CFS. 

“The ME Association 
does not recommend or 
endorse their use until 
results from good quality 
independent clinical trials 
have established that a 
treatment aimed at the 
underlying disease 
process has been shown 
to be both safe and 
effective, and is not just 
the result of someone 
having faith in the 
treatment or the pract¬ 
itioner carrying it out. 

“In the case of this 
osteopathic treatment, I 
am not convinced that the 
scientific theory upon 
which it is based is 
correct.” 


sympathetic system and 
should remove waste 
toxins produced by every 
tissue in the body. 

I have always described 
the feeling of ME as the 
pain you get after a very 
long, hard walk. The lactic 
acid makes your muscles 
hurt and shake, and your 
body is at the point of 
collapse. Add to this the 
sensation of a severe 
hangover. Being poisoned 
by a long-term build up of 
toxins seems a very likely 
reason for why my muscles 
feel leaden and my brain 
doesn’t work properly. 

The treatment can take 
more than two years and is 
initially intensive. I was 
treated at a clinic in 
Oakington once a week for 
the first 12 weeks, followed 
by every two weeks for 12 
weeks and so on. The 
lymphatic build-up is 
drawn out of the muscles 
and into the defective 
drainage system where the 
pressure forces the waste 
to be discharged. 

Gradually treatments 
become more spaced out 
as the practitioner tries to 
get the system working on 
its own again. The gap 
between my treatments is 
now a minimum of three 
months. 

No-one pretends this 
treatment has a medically 
proven track record. 
Developed in the 80s, it is 
relatively new and is 
treated with osteopathic 
methods rather than 
drugs, which means the 
medical profession has no 
motivation to back it or 


research it. The treatment 
is likely to make you swell 
up and feel a lot worse to 
start with. But logically, if 
so much toxic waste is 
being forced into motion 
that it causes large 
swellings, it makes sense 
the body would feel worse. 

I also do simple 
breathing and stretching 
exercises at home, and 
every night I knead my 
torso upwards and my 
neck downwards, while my 
husband does the same for 
my back. Although it was 
initially very difficult as I 
was exhausted, sore and 
consequently fractious, we 
have kept this daily routine 
for 24 months so far. 

Month eight was the 
turning point when I 
started to feel better. Now, 
after two years, I’m mostly 
swelling free and the 
improvements are 
becoming more constant. 
Most of the time my 
muscles and joints are pain 
free, my concentration is 
not bad, and I have so 
much more energy I have 
enough to stay with friends 
for whole weekends and, 
for the first time in 10 
years, have been able to go 
out in the evenings. 

Another amazing upside 
to this treatment is that I 
now have a chance for a 
family. Previously, I knew I 
did not have the energy to 
look after a child. That is 
no longer the case and, 
after a year to enjoy my 
restored health, my 
husband Paul and I plan to 
start trying. 

I get very angry that this 


treatment is not 
publicised. GPs and ME 
organisations do not need 
to recommend it but they 
should let patients know it 
exists. If I had known about 
it when I was first ill, my 
experience of life would be 
very different. As it was, 
much of my late teens and 
20s was spent in a semi- 
vegetative state. 

Research into ME needs 
to focus on biomedical 
factors. Until then I cannot 
see medical or public 
perceptions changing. 
During 2011 there have 
been slight positive 
advances, with a 
Parliamentary debate on 
ME occurring in February. 
There is also an e-petition 
on the Government’s 
petition website requesting 
that an independent 
committee oversee 
Government funding for 
biomedical research into 
CFS/ME. E-petition 491 
has more than 1,511 
signatures so far. 

This is not a short or an 
easy treatment and it’s not 
a cure. However, after just 
the first year, I looked back 
and realised it had 
transformed my life. If you 
know of someone who has 
ME, or who has a family 
member who suffers from 
it, tell them about this 
treatment. They might 
decide not to try it, but at 
least they will have had the 
option.

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15 jobs lost as 
Peacocks shuts 


FIFTEEN people have lost 
their jobs in Newmarket 
because of the closure of its 
Peacocks store. 

The branch of the major 
fashion chain in the Guineas 
shopping centre ceased trading 
with immediate effect following 
the sale by KPMG of part of the 
business which went into 
administration in January. 

Edinburgh Woollen Mill bought 
out 338 shops employing 6,000 
people last Wednesday but 
another 224 stores were not 
included in the deal, resulting in 
3,100 job losses nationwide. 

Thirteen jobs have been lost 
due to the closure of Royston’s 
store but stores in Ely, 
Huntingdon and St Ives, which 
collectively employ 45 people

“As you can imagine, there will 
be a considerable amount of 
work to undertake over the next 
few months to stabilise the 
situation, turn this business 
around, get the supply chain 
moving again and excite the 
customers with great products.”

“Like many other retailers, 
Peacocks suffered from a decline 
in consumer spending due to the 
tough economic conditions and 
this, combined with a surplus of 
stores and unsustainable capital 
structure, led to the business 
becoming financially unviable. 

“However, a strong brand 
presence and loyal customer 
following meant that Peacocks 
attracted a great deal of interest 
from both trade and private 
equity bidders, leading to a 
successful sale.”

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Notes from history 


USA MILLARD meets the Cambridge period 
instrument pioneers who have allowed 
baroque and classical masterworks to be 
heard as they were originally supposed to 
sound.

F ormed in 

Cambridge in 
1973 by famed 
conductor Christopher 
Hogwood, a graduate of 
Pembroke College, the 
Academy of Ancient 
Music (AAM) is a 
global phenomenon 
widely acclaimed as one 
of the world’s greatest 
pioneering period- 
instrument bands. 

Known for its musical 
excellence, the orchestra uses 
period instruments to play 
baroque and classical music 
pieces as the composer 
intended. 

A deep understanding of 
music underlies the AAM and 
the orchestra’s achievements 
are fostered by a range of 
guest artists, including singers 
Dame Emma Kirkby, Dame 
Joan Sutherland and Cecilia 
Bartoli as well as a 
collaboration with the Choir 
of King’s College, Cambridge. 
The latter produced the 
world’s first live classical 
cinecast, beaming Handel’s 
Messiah into thousands of 
cinemas across the globe. 


The AAM plays around the 
world but is a Cambridge 
institution and has a regular 
season at West Road Concert 
Hall and annual concerts with 
the Choir of King’s College. 

“The history of the 
Academy of Ancient Music is 
truly global and, at the same 
time, we’re very much rooted 
at home here in Cambridge,” 
says Toby Chadd, the 
academy’s external relations 
manager. 

“What’s special about the 
AAM is that our music 
making is inspired by the 
performances which Bach, 
Handel and Haydn would have 
known,” explains Toby. “So 
we play on original 
instruments (gut strings, not 
metal, trumpets without 
valves); we very often don’t 
have a conductor, but are 
directed by one of the 
musicians; and we play from 
original scores rather than 
later editions. 

“It’s not an academic 
exercise, though: it’s a way of 
making music come alive by 
recreating the passion and 
vitality which composers, 
musicians and audiences felt 
when it was first composed. 
We were one of the first 


orchestras to take this 
revolutionary attitude, and I’m 
proud to say that we’re still at 
the forefront of the classical 
music world

The big film 


THIS MEANS WAR 

Certificate12A, 97m 

ALLS fair in love and war for two US 
government spies with their hearts set 
on the same woman in an action- 
packed comedy from director McG. 
This hare-brained buddy movie 
delivers slam-bang thrills and a few 
sparkling one-liners as rivalry between 
the two elite operatives escalates out 
of control, resulting in amusing 
abuses of CIA resources. 

The film opens with a fast-paced 
action sequence in Hong Kong, where 
agents FDR (Chris Pine) and Tuck 
(Tom Hardy) are on assignment to 
apprehend crimelord Heinrich (Til 
Schweiger). Instructions from their 
boss Collins (Angela Bassett) to be 
discreet are gleefully ignored, leading 
to a high-profile shootout. 

The buddies then return to 
headquarters to face the music. To 
lighten the mood, ladies’ man FDR 
helps shy and gallant Tuck to dip his 
toes back into the dating pool by 
creating a flattering profile for his 
friend on a relationships website. 

Soon after, Tuck accepts a first date 
with Lauren (Reese Witherspoon), a 
beautiful consumer testing manager, 
who is recovering from a break-up 




from her sweetheart (Warren 
Christie). 

Tuck is instantly smitten, but soon 
after the date FDR also encounters 
Lauren and he falls for her acidic wit. 
Armed with a dazzling array of hi-tech 
gadgetry, FDR and Tuck compete 
against each other to win Lauren's 
heart. She is torn between the two 
men, unaware they know each other, 
and seeks advice from her potty¬ 
mouthed sister Trish (Chelsea 
Handler), 

This Means War starts with a bang 
and McG knows how to bolt together 
explosive sequences that quicken the 







pulse. However, comic interludes 
don’t always hit their target and the 
voyeuristic nature of the men’s 
surveillance leaves a nasty taste in 
the mouth. 

Crucially, the film’s inherent design 
flaw - we have to side with one of her 
suitors - means half the audience will 
be disappointed by the overblown 
climax when the love-struck lady 
makes her choice. 

The film plays to Witherspoon’s 
strengths as a comic actress, placing 
her at the centre of some elaborately 
staged set pieces, unaware her two 
handsome suitors are best buddies.

It's time to veg out 


A S ‘grow your own’ 
campaigns have 
gathered 

momentum in the last few 
years, many people have 
had a go at growing their 
own veg, even if they’ve 
just had time and space to 
sow a few lettuces in a 
window box. 

But if you’re one of the few 
who has steered away from veg, 
perhaps preferring your flower 
borders to look ordered and 
formal, now’s the time to create 
some space especially for edibles 
and think about what you are 
going to sow. 

Check the soil temperature 
first, because if you sow too 
early the seedlings will struggle 
and become vulnerable to pests 
and diseases. It’s likely that the 
recent cold snap will have 
delayed many sowings for a few 
weeks. 

As a general guideline, in 
mild areas early sowings can be 
made into the ground towards 
the end of February, but in 
colder areas you need to cover 
seed beds with plastic sheeting 
or cloches for at least three 
weeks before sowing, to warm 
up the soil. But nothing is set in 
stone. 

Use a soil thermometer to 
check the soil temperature in the

morning, pushing it 5-10cm (2- 
4in) into the soil. If it remains 
above 7C (45F) for a week, you 
should be safe to start sowing 
early vegetables in prepared 
beds. Seed sown before that 
temperature is reached will 
germinate, but will be more 
susceptible to soil diseases. 

To prepare a seed bed, the soil 
needs to be broken down to a 
fine tilth and the surface levelled 
off with a rake - it should end up 
like a fine, crumbly texture. 
Throw out any stones, weeds and 
other debris you come across 
while doing this. It’s also 
advisable to add some fertiliser 
such as chicken manure pellets 
or blood, fish and bone to the 
soil before sowing. 

Then you can grow a wealth 
of vegetables, from spring 
onions, leeks, beetroot and 
radishes, to carrots, parsnips and 
kohl rabi. If the area you have is 
too small to rotate crops, then 
grow what you like where you 


can, but don’t plant the same 
crop in the same place two years 
running. 

Always sow vegetable seeds in 
straight rows, which makes it 
easier to hoe weeds out during 
the growing season. 

Set out a garden line or pegs 
and string to mark the position 
of the rows and use the row 
spacing for each vegetable 
following the instructions on the 
seed packet. Allow for different 
spacing between rows of 
different crops, so that a larger 
one doesn’t swamp a smaller 
one. 

Then make a seed drill using a 
narrow trowel or stick and sow 
the seeds as evenly as you can in 
the bottom of the drill. 

After sowing, cover big seeds 
such as peas with around 1cm of 
soil, but less for smaller seeds. 
Water thoroughly with a fine 
sprinkler which won’t disturb the 
soil or wash away the seeds 
afterwards. 

Carrots can be sown at two- 
week intervals to provide a 
succession of crops during the 
year. Early potatoes can be 
chitted, putting them upright in 
seed trays in a frost-free place 
such as a windowsill with the 
end with the most eyes 
uppermost. They should be kept 
in a cool, light place so that the 
shoots grow strong. 

Once they have sprouted. 


select two or three fat shoots to 
grow on and rub out the rest. 
Seed potatoes can be bought 
from garden centres. Don’t risk 
using old ones from the 
supermarket because they’re 
more likely to become diseased. 

One of the earliest vegetables 
to crop is the broad bean. Sow 
seeds in pots in a cold frame or 
greenhouse, which will produce 
seedlings ready to plant out in 
March. 

Quick-growing lettuces such 
as Little Gem can be sown in late 
February or March in mild areas, 
in rows 15cm (6in) apart. If the 
soil is workable, make a first 
sowing of the quick-growing 
carrot variety, Early Nantes. 

When seedlings are large 
enough, any surplus can be 
pulled (which means thinning 
out). Larger clumps can be 
thinned to leave one or two 
strong seedlings. 

Other vegetables such as 
celeriac can be sown indoors in 
pots from late February to mid- 
March but they need a minimum 
temperature of 15C (60F) to 
germinate. 

If you persevere with growing 
from seed, before you know it, 
you will be sitting down to a 
meal of delicious vegetables you 
have grown yourself - and will 
probably have enough left over 
to give to your neighbours!

NEW ‘12-plate' 
vehicles are on sale 
this week as the auto¬ 
motive industry gears 
up for its busiest 
month of the year. 

Industry body the 
Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) expects 
around 350,000 new cars 
to be registered during 
March, with motorists 
spending in the region of 
£5 billion on the latest new 
vehicles. 

March is the biggest 
month for dealers across 
the UK and accounts for 
almost a fifth of the year’s 
trade with the other plate- 
change month of Septem¬ 
ber, traditionally the 
second busiest. More than 
300 technology-packed 
models are currently on 
the market, representing 
one of the biggest-ever 
choices for UK motorists. 

“The March market 


holds a great deal of 
significance for the UK’s 
franchised dealer network, 
motorists and the wider 
economy,” said Paul 
Everitt, SMMT Chief 
Executive. “More than 
350,000 vehicles will be 
registered in the month 
with private motorists and 
business buyers capital¬ 
ising on the ever increas¬ 
ing levels of fuel efficiency, 
safety, comfort and practi¬ 
cality of today’s vehicles.” 
ON THE SHOPPING LIST 
Fuel efficiency - Average 
new car C02 emissions 
are now 138g/km with 
official miles per gallon 
figures typically exceeding 
50mpg. 

Security - Theft of vehicles 
has fallen almost 70 per 
cent in the past 10 years, 
while theft from vehicles 
has also dropped signifi¬ 
cantly by over 50 per cent.
